Well might the earth be covered 
with darkness, and the sun withdraw its light, 
the crucifixion of the Lord of life and glory, 
when he was suspended, a spectacle to men and 
angels. No wonder that the earth was convulsed, 
and rocks were rent asunder, and many that were 
dead arose out of their graves, and appeared to 
many in the city. Well might the Saviour say, 
Was sorrow ever like to my sorrow ? 

His soul was made an offering for sin—it was 
sorrowful even unto death—he cried, It is finish- 
ed, and gave up the ghost. He died like a God. 
Love and compassion ran through all his aetions— 
help was laid on him, for he was mighty to save— 
he burst the bars of death, rose triumphant, as- 
cended up on high, led captivity captive, and 
gave gifts to men. He declares, John xvii. 12, 
“While l was with them in the world, I kept 
them in thy name: those that thou gavest me I 
have kept, and none of them are lost but the son 
of perdition, that the Scripture might be fulfilled.” 
So we have the best authority to believe that he 
is lost, when we have the declaration of Christ 
himself, who knew all things, present and to 
come. As respects Judas’s receiving the Lord's 
Supper, itis no proof of his being in a salvable 
state, because it is not a saving ordinance ; for 
weare informed that many eat and drink judg- 
ment to themselyes, not discerning the Lord’s 
body: and many shall say in that day, Have we 
not eat and drank in thy presence, and done ma- 
ay wonderful works ; but he will say unto them, 
{ never knew you, depart from me, ye workers 
of iniquity. You assert that Peter’s case is as 
perilous as that of Judas: I deny the assertion ; 
for when he denied his Master he went out and 
wept bitterly, and the Lord turned and looked on 
him with compassion : and as he had thrice de- 
nied him, so he thrice confessed that he loved 
tim, and Christ commanded him to feed his 
sheep and his lambs ; and he likewise had the 
prayer of his Lord, that when Satan desired to 
sift him as wheat, he prayed that his faith might 
not fail; and told him that when he was con- 
verted he should strengthen bis brethren. But 
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Judas preferred strangling rather than life, and 
went and hanged himself. If he bad possessed a 
conscience void of offence towards God and man, 
he would not have betrayed his Master for thirty 
pieces of silver: his covetousness was made man 
ifest by this ; and his murmuring at the waste ot 
ointment, that it might have been sold, and given 
to the poor; this he said, not that he cared for 
the poor, but because he was a thief, and had the 
bag, and bear what was put therein. I have now 
given you some of the prominent features of Ju- 
das’s character, as it is recorded in sacred history 
now if you can exhibit a more favourable por- 
trait, drawn from inspiration, do it—I cannot, in 
conscience. And if you are able to produce one 
passage from Scripture, which proves that Judas 
is made happy in glory, produce it. It appears, 
also, that he had nota saving faith. We read that 
the Devils believe, and tremble : and if your faith 
is no better than Judas’s, your case is, I fear, a 
hopeless one.

fhe most deplorable state of society is that in 
which a set of men claim and enjoy the prescrip- 
tive privilege of saying and doing what they 
please; when, to trace their steps and lay open 
their conduet, is judged an unpardonable erime. 
This is slavery of the deepest kind, and most mis- 
erable character ; and in this way people, if they 
are let alone, will rivet their own chains; and 
will, like the people of Rome, be the first to im- 
molate Brutus and Cassius, who had fairly broken 
them.” If the above sentiment be true, it be- 
omes our duty to inquire, how far the people 
re removed from such a deplorable state ; and 
sound the alarm, if circumstances indicate the ap- 
proach of such fearful thraldom. Who that is ca- 
ble of reasoning upon the signs of ‘the times, 
hen he takes a survey of the state of professing 
hristendom, does not behold a vast increase of 





profession, and decrease of vital religion? which 
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is little noticed, unless she floats upon the tide of 
popularity, which conducts her votaries through 
Bible societies, and missionary associations, to the 
temple of fame ; where hireling priests offer in- 
cense to laymen, who gratefully acknowledge 
the condescension by flattering the priest, who 
artfully promote laymen, because their exaltation 
necessarily elevates the hierarchy. 

In the present impure state of the visible 
church, the existence of sects and parties are the 
only safeguards which toleraiion demands, be- 
cause, while no one sect can be a majority, each 
is willing to grant the other almost all they ask 
for themselves ; therefore safety arises out of our 
keeping this watchful disposition alive, carefully 
distinguishing between those who preach union, 
by battering down sectarian walls, and demolish- 
ing all human schemes and systems, propose jus- 
lice asthe test, and love the bond of union,—and 
those who sing the syren song of charity, and 
preach up brotherly love for the sake of popular- 
ity and ambition, presumptuously calling upon all 
denominations to lay down the arms of opposi- 
tion, and combine in the great work of transform- 
ation ; while each one, thus inviting, believes the 
other to be heretical in seme point or other. Be- 
hold the Presbyterian, who promises to oppose 
Arminians! and Arminians, who abhor Calvinism! 
and Quakers, who condemn both! uniting with 
Unitarians to work the work of God ; gach pros 
tiluting their several principles at the shrine of mock 
charity: seeretly despising each other for their 
duplicity ; and each intending to appropriate the 
merit of condescension to their own account !-~ 
Behcld Methodists and Baptists, Calvinists and 
Arminians, Unitarians and Quakers, assembled to 
gether for a religious purpose! Hear them con- ° 
gralulale one another on the prostration of their 
respective schemes, which they privately con- 
tend, and publicly preach, are true, and, conse- 
quently, the others are false! What inconsistency ! 
what nonsense, for a Quaker, for instance, to co- 
operate with hireling priests to do religious works : 
when his Society would disown, or turn out of 
meeting, as they call it, a member for employing 
one of them, or even seeing one of them perform 
a legal act. The Quakers, above all, are censura- 
ble for joining hand with others. They have had 
some experience of the bitter fruits flowing from 
clerical power; and they have done more to 
crush an intolerant persecuting spirit ; and have, 
by their cruel sufferings, and continued and in- 
cessant complaints, been the means of shedding 
more light upon the subject, than any other peo- 
ple. They, therefore, have no excuse for their 
conduct. A hireling priesthood they have always 
abborred ; and while they are true to their funda- 
mental tenets, they cannot cease to prophesy 
against them. 

AsI before remarked, the clergymen are eleva- 
ting laymen, because they will in turn elevate 
them. Let who will be uppermost, their intention

is to ride on top. Having been cefeated and shorn 
of their political consequence, they are exerting 
themselves to acquire a moral influence, stronger 
than the law. The most powertul auxiliaries to 
their ambition, are Bible and Missionary societies, 
which will ere long be under their control. Un- 
der these auspices, they can, without suspicion, 
organize a plan of operation, and carry it into ef- 
fect, by which they may control the great politi- 
cal machine. Every missionary acts the part of 
a political spy, and every priest an operative 
agent, who will leaven his hearers into’ his own 
spirit ; and, being equally interested in the result, 
their efforts will be more efficient. Added to all 
this, they bave the fountains of knowledge under 
their control. Members of their own body pre- 
side over most of our schools and colleges. The 
press is feltered already! Nothing but adulation 
can pass the ordeal of our daily papers. The learn- 
ed professions are linked with them. They creep 
into practice by flattering the parson. They have 
another interest, which, unhappily for us, has 
travelled across the water, with other state lum- 
ber. Society here is graduated by college rules.— 
The Doctor of Laws, and the Doctor of Medicine, 
rank next to the Doctor of Divinity! Hehce, the 
advance of the las!, promotes the frst. Some may 


think that my fears are groundless ; but what has | 


been may again be. The Jesuitical college at 
Rome was created probably with as pure views as 
the American board of Foreign Missions. Both 
originated with professing Christians, and with 
the same ostensible objects. Ignatius Loyala in- 
stituted the order of Jesui/s, in as much sincerity, 
and with as strong a desire to advance, what he 
thought, Christianity, as the American people 
found, angsendow theological seminaries. It may 
be said he preached an adulterated faith: so do 


you; if the testimony of other Christians is evi- 


dence. But they mingled in polities, and finally 
directed the destiny of nations. What shall as- 
sure us you will not dothe same, when your acts 
and intrigues shall give you the same influence ? 
When we reflect upon the monstrous conmsequen- 
ces which grew out of the first institutions, it ap- 
pears to me we have reason to dread similar ef- 
tects from the last; when we consider the vast in- 
crease of‘mefal and physical power, the continual 
accumulation of their funds,—the multitude of 
emissaries, located in every section of our coun- 
try, who are enlisting the passions of men, women 
and children, in the cause; cunningly creating 
societies, which give an imaginary importance to 
juvenile members, consider them a fit medium, 
through which they can infuse an ambitious pro- 


selyting spirit. ‘The fast hold they have upon the | 


fountains of knowledge, where these opinions are 
infused into the minds of our youth ; and, above 
all, the creating a fond hope that sinners may 
make a compromise with their Maker, by willing 
donations to the church, or theological nurseries, 
we cannot but fear the maturity of the evil. 

Iam an enemy to all confederacies, having such 
an accumulating power. Suppose politics should 
be introduced into their deliberations, what 
scheme could not be perfected ? What has been 
may again be. We have no better evidence of 
their members’ sincerity, than we have of the Je- 
suit’s philanthropy. I do not expect many of your 
readers will unite with these sentiments, because 
they are newto them. When a deceased patriot, 
seven years ago, pronounced a similar opinion, I 
thought him a fool ; and if your readers award me 
the same title, I shall not be disappointed. Let 
the wise and prudent ponder these things.
